First Successful Flight of 


Zeppelin Was 24 Years Ago 


Friedriehshafen, Oct. 
9—(A. | appropriate 250,000 marks for a. 


P.)—Today marks the -twenty- 
fourth anniversary of the first 
successful flight of a zeppelin. 


Count Zeppelin, pioneer of ri- 


gid lighter-than-air flying craft, 
succeeded' in flying for the first 
time on October 9.1906, with the 
king and queen of Wuerttemberg 
looking on, he took off over Lake 
Constance in a newly construct- 
ed ship and executed two gallant 
flights. 


The count previously had made 


two attempts to fly a dirigible. 
The first, on October 17, 1900, 
was abandoned for lack of funds 
with which teT purchase gas, and 
the second, on January 17, 1906, 
ended in a crash during a storm. 
'Success of the October 9 flight 


led the ministry of finance to 


zeppelin lottery. Proceeds from 
the lottery, together with an ap- 
propriation of 500,000 marks by 
the Reichstag, provided for the 
construction of a floating hangar 
for the exclusive use of 
the

The dimensions of this first 


zeppelin seem insignificant when 
compared to those of the present 
zeppelin. It was 128 meters long 
had a diameter of 11.7 meters, a 
capacity of 11,300 cubic meters 
and was. equipped with two 
Daimler motors of 15 horsepower 
each. 


The present zeppelin is 235 


meters long, has a diameter of 
3,0.5 meters,\ a capacity of 105,000 
cubic meters and is equipped 
with five motors of 510 horse- 
power each.

The forty-eighth coffin, that 


containing the body of S. Church, 
rigger, who died yesterday at 
Beauvais, will be added to the 47 
brought here aboard the war- 
ships Tempest and Tribune. 


The coffins will be removed to- 


night from the mortuary cham- 
ber, where they have rested, to 
the hall and will be ranged in 
double column down the center 
of the hall, each draped in a na- 
tional flag and floral tributes 
ranged about it. Sentinels with 
reversed arms will stand silently 
around the catafalque while the 
public files past. 


In view of the intense public 


sympathy and interest it is ex- 
pected that many thousands will 
enter the hall, and that many 
others will be unable to gain 
entrance. The occasion of Ed- 
ward VH'S lying in state in 
Westminster hall is remembered. 
At that time the line of persons 
who awaited admission extended 
several miles. 


The vast grave in which the 


bodies are to be laid side by side 
in Cardington churchyard is 
within sight of the great han- 
gar from which the R-101 went 
on its fateful voyage last Satur- 
day evening. The coffins will not 
be lowered in accordance with 
usual custom, since the grave 
has a sloping side, down which 
they will be carried. 


The Bishop of Saint Albans 


will ^conduct the funeral service 
accordirig'to rites of ttie' Church 
of England.

: BIG RANGE OF 
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A RATIONAL OPTIMISM. 


It has been said that the liberal man is the 


man who is going to save the world—not the so- 
called optimist or the pessimist.-

from consideration. 


The liberal citizen may be optimistic, but the 


minute he carries that to the extreme he loses 
cast as a dependable members of the community 
who may be expected to provide sane and wise 
advise on public questions. 


Optimism has its limitations. No amount of 


this intangible something would save a man who 
jumped into a cage of wild beasts or drive his 
automobile directly in the path of a speeding 
train. Such senseless optimism was,likely in the 
mind of him who wrote, -Fools rush in where 
angels fear to tread." 


Admittedly there are occasions when there 


seems to be no logical reason for optimism, as in 
times of great danger. But even then there is 
basis for optimism when persons similarly situa- 
ted have escaped by hoping against hope. 


A rational optimism is the thing the world 


needs most—an optimism that takes into account 
uncontroverted facts. It is not the kind of opti- 
mism that would counsel jumping into the cage 
of wild beasts with the hope that everything 
would come out all right. It is the kind of opti- 
mism that would counsel action only on the 
basis of sound reasoning. 


Too many people obsessed with a blind opti- 


mism, are in the middle of the track when the 
train reaches the crossing, instead of on the other 
side as they expected. 


COMMUNITY DIFFERENCES. 


Tourists who have taken extensive automobile 


trips during the past season doubtless noticed the 
big difference in towns and cities through which 
they passed. Two communities may seem alike 
in size and advantages, yet the temper of the 
two places may vary widely. 


In some there is an atmposhere of activity and 


energy noticeable even to the casual observer. 
The people radiate aggressiveness and their atti- 
tude suggest a community of achievement and 
advancement. 


Other towns are prevaded by a more listless' 


feeling. Many'loafers may be seen on the bench- 
es and decorating the curbstones. Business men 
stand in their doorways, laaily observing the traf- 
fic. In other stores clerks idly gossip. Little 
knots of people gather to exchange sidewalk, gos- 
sip. 


Probably the majority of them say that the 


world is all wrong and that^adverse conditions are 
responsible for then- disappointments in life. 
They complain of the backwardness of their 
home town, yet if they were asked to serve on a 
committee to give the community a boost, they 
would promptly decline. 


It's no trouble to get the picture. Most every- 


one has observed just such places. But they are 
not past redemption. A few active men in such 
a town can remake it in a few years. _ 


If they are engaged in business, they soon raise 


the level of business practices by employing up- 
to-date methods in their business, which in time 
will be copied by other business men. If they be 
clerks or mechanics, they act as a stimulus to 
others in the same calling and beneficial results 
are soon noticeable. 


The success of any community depends upon 


whether the majority of its people are alert and 
want to see their home town improve. They can 
bring about improvement if the will for it exists. 


Every person who has any pride in this com- 


munity should-give a little thought now and then 
to its improvement for no improvement will ever 
come until after same individual or group of 
individuals have visualized its possibilities.

New York City.—"Music, more 


than any other expression, reveals 
the tempo of the people. No won- 
der the music of America is more 
barbaric, vital and far-flung than 
any the world has known before," 
says Kay O'Hara, famous musical 
conductor at the Governor Clinton 
Hotel. 


"Our music is really the melting 
jot of all Iranian emotion, since 
every civilized nation has-contrib-.

union jacks and flowers in the 
. Westminster mortuary 
chapel, 


awaiting the final honors of 
ttheir nation before burial in a 
common grave. 
It was not until 3:30 a. m., 


that the last of the coffins were 
ranged side by side in the lit- 
tle chapel after a trip through 
misty streets from Victoria sta- 
tion where Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald, members of the govern- 
ment, military representatives, 
and a great thrown of spectators 
met them as they arrived from 
Dover. 


The bodies were transferred 


there from the warship Tempest, 
which with the Tribune had 
brought them from Boulogne-Sur 
JMery, where they had been tak- 
en by special train from Beau- 
vais, France, near where the 
R-100 crashed and burned. The 
Tribune went aground outside 
Boulogne harbor and the bodies 
aboard it had to be transferred 
to the Tempest. 


The 'public will not be admit- 


ted to view the remains of the 
victims of the dirigible disaster 
until Friday, when they will lie 
in state in ancient Westminster 
ihall, part of the old palace of 
Westminster which now is used 
to house parliament. Arrange- 
ments are being made for great 
crowds to pass their bier. 


A memorial service will be held 


Friday at St. Paul's cathedral, 
with the Prince of Wales repre- 
senting King George, and mem- 
bers of the government present. 
Borne of the most notable people 
in the land and the diplomatic 
corps will pay their final tribute 
to the victims here. 


Interment will take place in 


a single grave, to be marked 
with an appropriate monument, 
probably at Cardington, Satur- 
day. As some of the victims were 
Catholic it has been suggested 
that a funeral service containing 
the Catholic rites be solemnized 
at Cardington also Friday morn- 
ing.

UNITED STATES 
BEGINS MOVE TO 
CUT DOWN NAVY 


Washington, Oct. 8— (A.P.) — 


The first big move of the United 
States navy to bring its fleet 
within the limitation of the Lon- 
don naval treaty was announced 
today by Admiral William V. 
Pratt, chief pf naval operations. 


His plan called for the with- 


drawal from service of forty- 
nine vessels and the immediate 
reduction of 4,800 men. 


He said the navy would save 


$10,9998,949 by the end of the 
1932 fiscal year under the new 
arrangement. 


Admiral Pratt said the great- 


est reduction would be made in 
destroyer units, each division of 
which would be reduced from 
six to four vessels. Submarine 
tonnage would be cut to a fig- 
ure within the 52,700 tons al- 
lowed by the treaty in a pro- 
gram of discommissioning and 
scrapping to prepare for re- 
placement. 


Supplementing Admiral Pratt's 


announcement, Bear 
Admiral 


John Halligan Jr., assistant chief 
of naval operations, said the 
dianges would result in a savingj 


of $4,440,000 during the 1931 fis- 
cal year and $7,558,949 during 
the 'same period for 1932. 


Personnel would be reduced 


through curtailment of recruit- 
ing from 400 to 200 men a month 
beginning the first of November.
